Specialist Ryan Bowman, who just 
recently returned from Iraq, presented 
the program at the West Liberty Kiwanis 
Club March 27. 

Along with a slide presentation of 
photos he had taken while in Iraq, Bow- 
man answered questions about his tour 
of duty for about an hour. 

It was an honor and a privilege for 
me to become acquainted with such a 
fine young man. As some of us get older, 
we seem to lose touch with the younger 
generation and what “makes them tick.” 
For those of us who may complain at 
times about today’s young people and 
the direction of our nation, a good “ Dose 
of Ryan Bowman” will change our per- 
spective! It’s easy and commonplace to 
hear the bad about our younger genera- 
tion, but very little is heard or written 
about those youth that are obeying the 
law, attending school, and serving their 
country in various ways. 

In a matter of three years, Ryan went 
from riding horses and shooting basket- 
ball to finishing high school, joining the 
National Guard, serving a year in Iraq, 
getting married and enrolling at 
Morehead State University — Talk 
about growing up in a hurry! ! Speaking 
of growing up, he grew up, no doubt (to 
paraphrase Benjamin Franklin), “with a 



good newspaper and a Bible in his 
house, a good school house in his dis- 
trict, and a church in his neighborhood, 
which were appreciated as they should 
be, giving him the foundation of virtue, 
morality, a love of liberty, and religion.” 

Ryan is the son of David and Janie 
Bowman, a grandson of Dorman and 
Nell Nipper ((his parental grandparents 
are deceased) and is married to Amy 
Elam, daughter of Jerry and Vanessa 
Elam. He grew up in the Ezel area and 
graduated from Morgan County High 
School in 2003. After high school he 
joined the National Guard Unit at 
Morehead where he is a member of the 
206th Engineer Battalion. As a result of 
being a member of the Guard, he is re- 
ceiving free tuition at Morehead State, 
where he is planning to become a radi- 
ologist. 

Ryan said, he had no idea that he 
would to Iraq when he joined the Guard. 
But now that his tour is over, he is very 
proud of serving his country in such a 
way. I’m sure he is like the rest of us 
that have served in the military. Some- 
times it wasn’t so nice and we wondered 
what we were doing there. But as we 
look back on our lives, time spent in the 
military, serving our country, is usually 
the most rewarding experience we have 
had. 

Ryan spent one year in Iraq. The first 



six months, he and his comrades were 
assigned to escort duty — responsible for 
assuring the safety and security of mili- 
tary and civilian convoys traveling 
through the unit’s sector. After that, he 
spent six months with his unit helping 
operate the highly-publicized 
Aabugrhaib Prison. 

It doesn’t take long to find out how 
people feel about the war in Iraq. Some 
feel we have no business over there, 
some feel it was the thing to do, some 
feel we should bring our troops home, 
some feel we can’t bring them home, 
some feel it is better to fight them over 
there than at home — and on and on. In 
spite of all the constant bickering at 
home among the “CNNites” and the 
“Fox Newsites,” it’s nice to know that 
there are young people serving their 
country with pride. Regardless of how 
we feel about the war, the young men 
and women that have served and are 
serving deserve our utmost respect. They 
are putting their lives on the line. 

Ryan is the only one of the Morgan 
Countians that I have met who has re- 
turned from Iraq, but I have the same 
feeling for all of them. They are a won- 
derful group of young people and are 
truly Morgan County’s finest. We should 
let them know how proud we are of their 
service. May God bless each and every 
one of them.

over several acres of woodland owned 
by Mr. Conley and possibly several oth- 
ers. 

The incident remains under investi- 
gation by Detective Barnes and the Ken- 
tucky Division of Forestry, and other 
charges may be pending, according to 
Trooper Ralph Lockard of the Morehead 
State Police Post. 

The penalty for willfully setting a 
woods fire on another’s property, a class 
D felony, is a fine of not less than $ 1 ,000 
nor more than $10,000 and one to five 
years in jail, or both. 

“This arrest sends a message,” said 
Kentucky State Police Commissioner 
Mark Miller. “With more than 3,500 for- 
est industries and 30,000 forest-related 
jobs in Kentucky, arson poses a serious 
threat to the state in terms of econom- 
ics as well as safety.” Gwen Holt of the 
Division of Forestry said there have been 
1 ,007 forest fires reported so far this year 
of which 586 were the result of arson.

Your Social 
Security 



Extra Year Or Two Of 
Work Before Retiring 
Can Pay Off For 
Women

A recent study asked this in- 
teresting question: “Why do 
women claim Social Security 
benefits so early?” The study 
pointed out that nearly 60 percent 
of women choose to apply for 
Social Security retirement ben- 
efits as early as possible, at age 
62. Many women might say, 
“And this would be bad be- 



cause...?” 

Well, the answer is that while 
most of us can understand the 
desire to pursue retirement 
dreams as soon as possible, the 
truth is that working an extra year 
or two before retiring can provide 
extra money to help you realize 
those dreams. You would have the 
chance to build your bank ac- 
counts or make additional 401(k) 
contributions and to increase your 
Social Security amount. 

Let me focus here just on the 
Social Security considerations. 

While you only need 10 years 
of working and paying Social 
Security taxes to qualify for re- 
tirement benefits, your Social 
Security retirement benefit pay- 
ments will be based on your 35 
years of highest earnings. If you 
don’t have 35 years of earnings, 
then we use a zero for each year 
without earnings when we do our 
calculations to determine the 
amount of retirement benefits you 
are due. 

Many women, because of 
lower average wages and inter- 
rupted work histories to care for 
children and older relatives, can 
have a number of low-earning 
years or “zero earnings” years fig- 
ured into their computation. In 
fact, current Social Security data 
estimates that women born be- 
tween 1946 and 1960 will have 
an average of 3 to 4 years of zero 
earnings in their benefit compu- 
tations. Working an extra year or 
two allows you to replace a year 
or two of low (or zero) earnings 
with higher earnings. Do you 
know how many years of low 
earnings you have under Social 
Security? 

You can find out if you check 
the Social Security Statement that 
is mailed each year to every 
worker age 25 and older. Read it 
carefully because it contains in- 
formation vital to your personal 
finance future. It shows how 
much you and your family can 
expect to receive from Social Se- 
curity when you retire, or if you 
become disabled or die. 

You can also visit Social 
Security’s financial planning 
website at 

www. socialsecurity. gov/planners . 
You can use the calculators there 
to test different retirement ages or 
different scenarios for future earn- 
ings amounts. You can, for ex- 
ample, replace one or more zero 
or lower-earnings years with 
higher-earnings years and see for

Budget Roadblock

FRANKFORT — Education 
spending. Road building. Two of 
the top three or four major spend- 
ing issues became the roadblock 
last week to crafting an $18 bil- 
lion two-year state budget accept- 
able to the House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate. 

Earlier, House and Senate 
leaders, meeting behind closed 
and guarded doors here for much 
of the week, hammered together 
a higher education spending plan 
that moves the University of Ken- 
tucky forward toward its goal of 
becoming a top 20 research insti- 
tution nationally, at the same time 
giving needed new funding to the 
University of Louisville, the re- 
gional state universities and the 
community and technical col- 
leges. 

They came to terms on appro- 
priating funds to pay off $75 mil- 
lion in bonds for a new arena in 
downtown Louisville without 
getting into the ongoing wrangle 
over where the arena is to be lo- 
cated. 

In the end, it was the urgent 
need for more money for public 
schools and for transportation 
projects that delayed the joint 
budget committee from reaching 
a timely agreement. 

Pay raises for public school 
teachers have been at the top of 
the legislative agenda for Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher, Republicans and 
Democrats in the General Assem- 
bly. The issue was how much the 
state can afford for raises in the 
next two school years. 

The problem has been grow- 
ing in recent years as teacher sala- 
ries in Kentucky fell further be- 
hind salaries paid in surrounding 
states, leading to an alarming exo- 
dus of good teachers to better pay- 
ing jobs elsewhere. 

The solution isn’t the best pos- 
sible, but probably as good as 
Kentucky teachers can expect 
given the limited amount of 
money available in the new bud- 
get. Teachers will receive a 2 per- 
cent raise in 2006-2007, nothing 
to rush out and buy a new car 
with. But the following year, 
raises will be $3,000 across the 
board. That second year raise 
should at least move Kentucky 
salaries close to parity with sala- 
ries in nearby states. 

Senate budget negotiators 
wanted to follow Fletcher’s lead 
in adding two additional instruc- 
tional days to the 175 -day school 



calendar. Since Kentucky has one 
of the shortest school years 
among neighboring states, those 
two extra days seem only reason- 
able, indeed necessary if Ken- 
tucky students are to be competi- 
tive with their neighbors around 
them. 

As for the issue involving 
transportation spending, the dif- 
ferences between the House and 
Senate involved how much and 
how to raise the money. 

The key problem centers on 
Kentucky’s commitment to help 
finance construction of two new 
Ohio River bridges at Louisville, 
a project discussion for a decade 
and that will be another decade 
to complete. 

Those bridges will eat up a 
huge amount available gasoline 
tax revenue during the construc- 
tion period that otherwise would 
be available for road projects 
throughout the rest of the state. 

The Senate wanted to borrow 
about $750 million to finance 
those statewide projects. The 
House wanted only about half that 
amount in new bonded debt. 

The Senate proposed paying 
for the projects by making perma- 
nent a 1.1-cent-per-gallon tax in- 
crease from last year and another 
1.2-cent increase anticipated for 
this coming summer when gas 
prices are expected to rise. 

House Democrats weren’t 
having anything of it, since Re- 
publican opponents branding 
them as heavy taxers at election 
time have burned them before. 

Since the price of gasoline at 
the pump these days can vary a 
dime or two a gallon from morn- 
ing to night, few motorists are 
going to notice a penny extra or 
understand where it is going. 

And anyone who has driven 
Kentucky’s pothole-pitted high- 
ways surely cannot begrudge an- 
other penny at the pump to fill 
some of those potholes. 

So, will this new budget meet 
the needs of Kentucky’s roughly 
four million citizens? 

Not really. At best it inches the 
state forward a bit without inflict- 
ing irreparable harm. It puts off 
addressing a number of pressing 
issues for another legislature to 
consider. 

But it is infinitely better than 
having no budget at all, which 
was the case in 2002 and 2004. 
That came dangerously close to 
inflicting irreparable harm on the 
people of Kentucky.

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TOBACCO BUYOUT 
LEGISLATION 
CLARIFIED 

I want to provide some infor- 
mation on recent tax-related 
changes important to quota hold- 
ers and tobacco growers. 

As you know, enactment of the 
tobacco buyout on October 22, 
2004, created a compensation 
package for tobacco quota hold- 
ers and growers by allowing the 
federal government to repurchase 
the asset. This landmark legisla- 
tion simultaneously ended the to- 
bacco price support and quantity- 
control system. The law was 
structured to allow growers and 
quota holders to receive ten equal 
installment payments over ten 
years or choose an alternative 
lump-sum payment from a private 
vendor. 

Earlier this year, quota own- 
ers and growers who chose not to 
receive a lump-sum payment, be- 
gan receiving Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) form 1099-S sig- 
nifying the entire amount of com- 
pensation to be awarded. Taxpay- 
ers expressed concern that the 
entire portion would then be sub- 
ject to taxation in 2005 without 
actually receiving this compensa- 
tion. 

The IRS recently corrected 
this discrepancy by only requir- 
ing reporting of the actual amount 
received per year. For example, 
if in 2005 a quota owner chose to 
receive 10 annual payments of 
$10,000 (equal to gross proceeds 
of $100,000) then the quota 
owner only needs to report 
$10,000 for 2005. The IRS has 
issued technical guidance clarify- 
ing questions related to the to- 
bacco buyout and further infor- 
mation reporting rules governing 
the quota owner’s computation of 
taxable income. This information 
can be obtained by calling the IRS 
at (800) 829-1040 and requesting 
Q&A-9 of Notice 2005-57 or on 
their website address 
www.irs.gov.

All 
Judicial or (Court Powers) were 
taken away from County Judges 
in 1976. We are County Adminis- 
trators. We do not hear court 
cases nor do we help decide on 
law issues. 

When a person is arrested on 
any account, the only thing we do 
is pay the jail bill (which in my 
opinion should be the responsi- 
bility of the arrested party and the 
state). Our administration fully 
supports the UNITE program 
which is funded by Congress and 
Congressman Rogers to rid our 
state of illegal drug activity. We 
do not and will not uphold any- 
one using drugs illegally.

She ad- 
vises filling out the money order 
immediately after purchase and 
keeping the receipt in a safe lo- 
cation. The replacement of blank 
postal money orders cannot be 
guaranteed. 

International money orders

The maximum value 
is set by the destinating country, 
but they can generally be valued 
up to $700.

Cash hay sales can be an in- 
come source for many Kentucky 
farmers. These ten management 
tips will help you generate the 
most profit from this enterprise. 

1 . Do some extensive research 
on what the market will be and 
who your customers will be. Save 
some of this year’s bales back to 
show prospective customers or 
brokers the kind of job you can 
do. 

2. Realistically assess your 
ability to procure labor on a 
timely basis. Be sure you have 
labor line up before committing 
to supply large quantities of hay 
that you cannot get up. 

3. Base your estimated income 
on average, not high, market 
prices for hay. If you can succeed 
on average prices, you will be in 
great shape in years when prices 
are even better. Make a short list 
on equipment necessary to ex- 
pand your production capacity 
and quickly get hay up. Be tight- 
fisted, but realistic, about the bud- 
get. Track your inputs so you can 
realistically determine is hay is a 
viable enterprise for your opera- 
tion. 

4. Target the cleanest, mist 
dense and weed-free fields as 
those most likely to be good 
enough for cash hay. 

5. Develop a plan to first har- 
vest the heaviest production in a 
timely fashion. This first harvest 
can be nearly 50 percent of your 
annual yield on good stands in 
good years. 

6. Work on storage to provide 
the capacity and access to the hay 
that you need, improved storage 
methods can dramatically reduce 
losses. 

7. Consider establishing any 
new alfalfa fields as pure alfalfa 
and put grass in later, this will help 
you manage weeds that are hard 
or impossible to control in grass. 

8. Develop a plan to market 
hay that is off quality. Opportu- 
nities are your own cattle, other 
beef herds or even as landscape 
mulch. 

9. Learn all you can about cash 
hay enterprises from the experts 
by talking to experienced grow- 
ers and attending meetings of the 
Kentucky Cooperative Extension 
Service and other educational or- 
ganizations and groups. 

10. Remember that the hay 
business is a service operation. 
Your success may depend as 
much on what you are willing to 
do for the customer as what you 
can supply.

The Morgan County FFA in 
association with the local Morgan 
County Farm Bureau recognized 
Food Check Out Day at the West 
Liberty IGA last February 17. 

The State Legislature ac- 
knowledged the importance of the 
special day with a resolution ac- 
knowledging how important food 
production is to the agriculture 
industry and to the nation as a 
whole. The resolution read as fol- 
lows: “The plentiful amounts of 
food produced by our American 
farmers and ranchers greatly ben- 
efit our consumers, who conse- 
quently pay less for their food 
than any other nation. On aver- 
age, Americans spend just 9.5 
percent of their disposable in- 
come on food, according to Agri- 
culture Department statistics. This 
means only 35 days or five weeks 
of work for most American con- 
sumers will provide sufficient in- 
come to provide food for an en- 
tire year, which is far less than that 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — Biolo- 
gists from the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife re- 
sources will examine several 
lakes this spring to gauge the im- 
pact of a new program designed 
to improve largemouth bass fish- 
ing in the state. 

Several lakes received nearly

Chris Lindon, Morgan County 
FFA advisor and Farm Bureau 
member, said, “The goal of this 
activity is to further educate 
people on the importance of 
Americans’ plentiful food sup- 
ply. People need to see how lucky 
we are compared to other coun- 
tries without a steady domestic 
agricultural market.” 

In the United States, the per- 
cent of money spent on food has 
gradually declined since the mid 
1980s and has been under 10 per- 
cent for the last nine years. At the 
IGA, the FFA students distrib- 
uted information on the current 
agricultural status of the U.S. 
compared to other countries. 

Morgan County FFA Presi- 
dent Courtney Lacy and Trea- 
surer Celia Howard, speaking on 
behalf of the entire Morgan 
County FFA, said they want to 
thank Ottis Jean Lane and the 
Morgan County Farm Bureau 
Women’s Committee for allow- 
ing them to participate. 



130,000 largemouth bass last fall 
in an effort to boost the bass 
populations. The 4-to 6-inch long 
stocked bass could grow to 
keeper size in two to three years. 

“We will sample these lakes 
this spring to see if the stocked 
bass survived their first winter,” 
said Ryan Oster, black bass bi- 



ologist for the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re- 
sources. “That first winter is ex- 
tremely important. If the bass sur- 
vive that first winter, anglers 
should not notice any declines in 
the quality of fishing in three or 
four years as a result of the poor 
spawns in 2005.” 

As part of the department’s 
Largemouth Bass Initiative, Lau- 
rel River Lake received 56,000 
largemouth bass while Cave Run 
Lake received 41,350. Biologists 
stocked 15,250 largemouth bass 
in Taylorsville Lake, 10,230 in 
Buckhorn Lake, 2,150 in A.J. 
Jolly Lake, 1,000 in Boltz Lake 
and 600 in Reformatory Lake. 

“The whole goal of the Large- 
mouth Bass Initiative is to prevent 
declines in bass fishing,” Oster 
said. “We want to keep the fish- 
ing levels anglers normally expe- 
rience on those waters.” 

As part of the initiative, biolo- 
gists sample lakes with nets and 
electro-fishing equipment in fall 



to determine the success of that 
year’s largemouth bass spawn. 
Selected Lakes with poor spawns 
receive bass stockings. “The neat 
thing about this initiative is the 
fact that it is the first of its kind 
to take a proactive approach to 
stocking,” Oster said. “There is 
no waiting for the fishery decline 
and then bass in hopes of reviv- 
ing it. We can determine what 
lakes need to be stocked and place 
our resources there immediately.” 

The initiative is designed to 
maximize the production of the 
department’s two fish hatcheries 
- Minor Clark Hatchery near 
Morehead and Pfeiffer Hatchery 
near Frankfort. 

“We can only produce so many 
bass,” Oster said, “so they need 
to be used in the best way pos- 
sible. This will prevent stocking 
on top of already good year class 
reproduction and wasting those 
fish.”
